He was reported suf­ 
fering from a virus infection and 
his physician ordered him to bed 
for several days 
Nixon's speech was to he read 
by George Murphy, a Hollywood 
actor 
As might he expected at one 
of these events. Eisenhower and 
other speakers lit into the Demo­ 
crats and said the GOF’ has far 
more to offer the people, even 
though the Republicans have been 
on the losing side in most of the 
national elections for the last 30 
years. 
Eisenhower, whose administra­ 
tion rolled up a record $12.5-bil- 
lion peacetime deucit in the 1959 
recession year—complained in his 
prepared remarks that “ the op­ 
position as consistently indulged 
in profligate spending—leading to 
inflation—in order to claim prog­ 
ress which has frequently been Stuart 
more apparent than real."

ments and fascist-like utterances 
of the founder of the Birch So­ 
ciety.”

Americans are a practical folk. But there 


are many problems, especially in the natural 


sciences, in which sound practice is hardly pos­ 


sible without a basis of sound theory. 


Einstein's theories of relativity, based on 


abstruse mathematical 
equations, 
were 
once 


considered too theoretical to have much prac­ 


tical effect. But nuclear bombs are appallingly 


real 


Similarly, when the P resident’s Council of 


Economic Advisers offered a highly theoretical 


analysis 
of an intensely practical problem, it 


was not im mediately clear how the theory can 


be applied in practice. 
The problem is wages and prices and their 
effect on the national econom y. Union labor is 
something of a sacred cow; who was ever elected 
to office by advocating low er wages'* 
Yet 
this problem is 
basic to the nation s 
economic health. If U. S. 
inflation is mild com ­ 
pared to that of some countries, creeping infla­ 
tion not only weakens the econom y but erodes 
the gains of both workers and industry. In inter­ 
national trade, we are in danger of pricing our­ 
selves out of the world market, and our bal­ 
ance of paym ents suffers. 
The 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers con ­ 
cludes that w age increases can be made without 
hurting the econom y if they do not exceed gains 
in productivity. 
Any business executive could 
have told it that. 
In industries where wages are already rela­ 
tively high, the council suggests that at least 
part of the productivity increase should be used 
to lower prices. 
Henry Ford practiced that 50 
years ago. 
The council says that government controls 
over wages and prices are both undesirable and 
impractical. 
This results in near unanimity of 
thinking on that line. 
Excessive 
wage settlem ents, 
followed 
by 
higher prices, spill over and harm the whole 
economy. 
Higher wages alone cannot raise the 
standard of living.

Fritz Kreisler 


To have known Fritz K reisler was to have tasted 
of the richness of centuries of h u m an culture 
During 
recent years, he and I spent our su m m e rs in the Bcrk- 
shires and it was a joy to be with a m an whose genius 
knew no limit. 
He was as m uch at home in G reek, 
Latin, and Hebrew as in the m odern languages. He 
could discuss world politics in am azing detail. 
His 
knowledge of m usic was overw helm ing and withal be 
w as a m odest m an who w as interested in the a s p ira ­ 
tions of the sim plest, Tanglewood student. 
During his last years. he w as partially deaf and 
blind, the result of an accident when a truck hit and 
knocked him down and he lived in darkness. E ven so, 
he did not lose his interest rn the affairs of the world 
and a conversation with him w a s alw ays an e v e r­ 
lasting m em ory. 
Two tragic occasions stand out in m y m em ory. One 
was at the Dutch Treat Club when Fritz decided that 
he would try to play the piano and he could no longer 
strik e the righ’ notes. 
He was full of fun that night 
and could laugh a t his m istakes. 


The other wa* at Kiddletop, the hom e of Zino 
F ran cesea tti in .Monterey in the Berkshire*. . Our 
fam ilies w ere gossiping after lunch. 
Mrs. H arriet 
Kreisler alw ay* watched over Fritz m otherly, fe a r ­ 
ful that he would be m ade m isera b le bv his in­ 
abilities. but the two violinists got into a corn er 
and had what m iuht vulgarly be called a jam s e s ­ 
sion. 
They 
played on and on, 
Kreisler show ing 
F ra n ceseatti 
how 
he 
played 
B e e th o v e n s 
Violin 


Concerto. 


It was probably the last tim e that Kreisler played 
either the violin or the piano. 
He was a very happy 
m an. 
He loved the Berkshire*; he adored F ran ces- 
catti; he was am ong friends. 
He .et himself go. 
I do not recall Kreisler com ing to a Tanglewood 
concert after that 
In fact, when I called on him during 
the following s u m m er, he was a lre ad y suffering from 
the num erous ailm ents that beset him. 
But we talked 
of the m any w orlds he loved. 
To Kreisler, m usic was not som ething apart. 
It 
was a m anifestation of life in all its richness. He c o m ­ 
posed perhaps 200 pieces in his lifet.me, everything 
from the noblest m u sic to a light opera, “ Apple Blos­ 
som ** For such a sentence as this, Fritz would have 
reprim anded me. 
He would have said that all m usic 
that is beautiful and that adds to th • r chi ss of life 
is good and th at snobbery is a lw ay s intolerable. 
He loved the United M ates. 
Although curing the 
frightful y ears of World W ar I, he suffered from a 
divided loyalty, he really never could think of his be­ 
loved Austria and his beloved A m erica as separate or 
as enemies. In front of the Heaton Hall Hotel in Stock­ 
bridge, M assachusetts, stands a flagpole, erected in 
honor of Fritz Kreisler. 
I was p resen t at the c e r e ­ 
monies and m ad e a short address. 
The A m erican flag 
was raised and flew each day during the season 
It 
will be a p e rm a n en t m em orial to a noble soul. It will 
be his A m erican m em orial. 


Fritz K reisler wa* beyond doubt the greatest 
violinist of his d a y and although younger g e n e r a ­ 
tions cannot hear him play, the phonograph and 
radio will continue to bring him to them as it will 
continue to bring him Ut future generations. 
Ile 
loved life and he loved hum anity and he knew no 
rancor or e n v y , exp ectin g the n ex t generation to be 
m ore wonderful than the one he would leave behind. 
His sense of hum or was 
as rich as his under­ 
standing of m an w a s keen. 


To him m usic w a s not a profession but an art th at 
brought light and love into a world that w as cursed by 
hate and prejudice and war. 
M usic w as for him the 
antithesis of evil and his heart u u s open to all the 
youngsters who c a m e to Tanglew ood to find the rich ­ 
ness and beauty th a t music could bring into life. 
He 
was never a big m an , aloof; he w as alw ays Fritz. 
But he could no longer hear. Like Beethoven, m usic 
becam e not sound but the g ra n d eu r of the intellect. He 
could think; he could rememi>er, but he could not listen 
to the violins which he loved so. T hese he gave to th*- 
L ib rary of Congress in Washington to be loaned to g re a t 
violinists who could play these noble instruments.

One declarer, in an effort to 
pull the wool over West’s eyes, 
deliberately overtook dummy's 
jack of spades with his own 
king and led the queen of dia­ 
monds. West took the trick, 
drove out the ace of spades 
and declarer ran for cover with 
IO tricks. West perhaps should 
have smelled a rat. South's re­ 
sponse of one no trump made 
it highly improbable that he 
had to play the king of spades 
to trick one. He, therefore, 
should be suspected of try.ng 
to throw his adversaries off the 
scent. 


Another declarer gave him­ 
self the best chance. He went 
up with the ace of spades at 
the first trick and, when East 
played the eight, followed with 
the six from his own hand.
